There are also entries for the major types of articles (e.g., 
Profile, Reflection, etc.) and for regular features (e.g., 
Since You Asked, Viewpoint, etc.). 


Obituaries published throughout the year in Deaths are 
listed alphabetically in a separate section in the back of 
the index with the date of death and issue date. 


There is also a separate listing for Charts and Graphs 
published in The Lutheran in 1988.

Because many synods and 
congregations provide every-home coverage, this publi- 
cation offers numerous possibilities for group discussion 
and individual reading.

replies to reader’s questions about faith and practice in 
Since You Asked); 


w Women of the ELCA (information about the mission of 
the church and discussion topics covering a wide range 
of subjects); 


m Stewardship and evangelism visitors (various articles 
on those subjects, including David Miller’s “‘Energizing 
parish evangelism’ and Bishop Herbert Chilstrom’s ‘‘The 
security of tithing’); 


gw Family discussion (explore a specific article together). 
Keep for reference 


A suggestion. Keep a complete file of the 1988 issues 
handy for reference (and 1989 as well). Some church 
libraries bind a year’s issues together with this index. Ar- 
ticles of special interest often become particularly valua- 
ble when a congregation undertakes a special emphasis 
or concern, such as the famine in Africa; learning about 
the new church, its new synods and regions; apartheid; 
the drought crisis; Lutheran relief and development efforts; 
or ecumenical activities. Members of congregations also 
should be encouraged to file their copies for future 
reference.
